Claims 44-47 and 49-5 1 are pending in the present application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

Response to Amendment 

The rejection of claims 44-47 and 49-51 under 35 U.S.C. 101 have been withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's amendment, arguments and declarations filed on 1 1 August 2004. 



New Grounds of Rejection 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 44-47 and 49-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The instant claims are vague and indefinite because they are drawn to an isolated 
polypeptide. However, based on the language it is unclear whether the isolated polypeptide 
comprises steps (a), (b), (c) and (d) or steps (a), (b), (c) or (d). The language does not clarify 
what Applicant is claiming. Thus, the claims are inherently vague and indefinite. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 44-47 and 49-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Where the invention involves a biological material and words alone cannot sufficiently 
describe how to make and use the invention in a reproducible manner, access to the biological 
material may be necessary for the satisfaction of the statutory requirements for patentability 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. Courts have recognized the necessity and desirability of permitting an 
applicant for a patent to supplement the written disclosure in an application with a deposit of 
biological material which is essential to meet some requirement of the statute with respect to the 
claimed invention. Merck and Co., Inc. v. Chase Chemical Co., 273 F. Supp. 68, 155 USPQ 139 
(D. N.J. 1967); In re Argoudelis, 434 F.2d 666, 168 USPQ 99 (CCPA 1970). 

Applicant claims cDNA deposited under ATCC number 209481 in the instant claims. In 
order to sufficiently enable the claimed plasmid, Applicant must make a biological deposit of 
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each of them. It appears that a deposit has been made, however no statement assuring access to 
the deposits has been provided. The deposit rules (37 CFR 1.801 - 1.809) set forth examining 
procedures and conditions of deposit which must be satisfied when a deposit is required. See 
MPEP 2402-2404.
